WasHinoton, May 5,—The majority against 
the motion to strike out the enacting clause 
of the Morrison bill t6-mofrow is estimated 
at from six toten. Several democrats from 
(California, Virginia, Indiana, Maryland, 
Missouri and West Virginia say they will 
vote against the motion to strike out, because 
they sre in favor of some just redustion of 
the duties. They will all, however, vote 
avainst the Morrison bill on its passage, 
most of them desiring first a 
reduction on-the internal revenue. Mr. 
Clardy, of Missoun, said ‘to-day, the bill 
would be defeated by twenty votes or more. 
This is the opinion of Messrs. Randall, Eaton, 


Curtinand others. After the Morrison men 
defeat the motion to strike out the enacting 
clause, they will not shapethe bill so it will 
copsolidate the different elements of the 
democracy, and at last their work will come 
to paught. 

JOHN WISE’S SPEECH, 

John Wise’s impudent speech to-day on 
the O Farrell case 1s evidence that he realizes 
his own case is gone, and his 
only hope now lies in making 
capital with the republicans. The 
same principle which determined this cass 
will settle his, and beyond doubt Massey will 
be seated. The case will be taken up by the 
elections committee to-morrow.

Tho Prebabie Uoure> in Reference tothe Tariff BL

Wasninoton, May 5.—A motion to strik 
out the enacting clause of the Morrison bill 
will be made Tuesday. It has not yet been 
deciced who will make the motion, The re- 
publicans say that if they can secure demo- 
cratic votes by allowing a democrat to offer 
it, they will agree to the motion being made 
by a representative of that party. Both sides 
declare that the vote on the question will be 
close and each side isconfident of its own 
suceess, The republicans are counting on 
gaining forty five democratsand losing four 
or five of theirown number. The friends 
of thie bill say-that the number of democrats 
who will vote with the republicans will not 
be solargeas the latter anticipate. They 
count on a majority of from five to eight. 
The proceedings in the house during the 
latter part of the week will depend on the 
action which may be taken on the tariff bill. 
if its friends are successful, its discussion 
will be continued, but under the five minute 
rule, should its opponents succeed, 
there will remain as unfinished  busi- 
ness liable to come up the biil forfeiting 
the land -grant of the Oregon Central 
railroad and the bill providing for the appro- 
priations for public buildings throughout the 
country, The district of Colambia and diplo- 
matic and consular appropriation bills are in 
the house and may be called up at any time. 
The bouse wi!! probably adjourn at 1 o’clock 
Saturday afternoon to attend the ceremonies 
connected with the unveiling of the statue of 
Chief Justice Marshall. 

The shipping billis the unfinished business 
in the senate, and Senator Frye, who hes it 
in charge, hopes to secure a yote by Tuesday 
night, 

The Indian appropriation bill will next be 
taken up, and it may require two days in 
which to dispose of it. 

The agricultural and pension appropriation 
bills will be ready for action as soon as the 
[Indian bill is disposed of 

Senator Hoar intends to ask that the next 
subject of general legislation to be consider- 
ed may be the Mormon bill. It is, however, 
not likely to be reached this week. 

When an opportunity presents itself Sena- 
tor Blair will make an effort to secure the con- 
sideration of the bill to establish a board of 
labor statistics, but he will not antagonize the 
Mormon bill. He may find such opportunity 
during the morning hour.

WasHineton, May 5 —In the house, Mr. 
Lowry, of Indiana, called up the Virginia 
contested election case of O’ Ferrall vs Paul.

THE SHIPPING RILL TAKEN UP, 

On the conclusion of the routine mozning | 
business, Mr. Frye moved to take up the 
shipping bill. The motion was agreed to,and 
Mr. Milier, of New York, addressed the sen- 
ate in favorof the bill. He criticised Mr. 
Vest’s position, and insisted that free ships 
would not solve the problem of our merchant 
marine. All leading merchants who had 
been before the senate committee that inves- 
tigated the subject, had, be said, agreed that 
free ships wouid be no relief. 

After touching upon the tariff, Mr. Miller 
said he was not interested.in trying to keep 
asort of mercanile marine that consisted of 
ships builtin England by English labor, of 
English materials and manned by English 
Sallors,a marine of which the only thing 
American should be the flag. He did not 
care a fig for such a marine. If we could not 
have vessels of our own make, and manned 
by hardy American sailors, we might as well 
say with free traders that itdoes not make 
any difference whodoes our shipping. If 
that were to be the outcome of this bill, Mr. 
Miller would feel no interest in it, and care 
nothing about it. 

The debate was continued by Messrs Frye, 
Veat, McPherson, Beck, Morrill and Hale. 

BETWEEN BECK AND FRYE, 

While Mr. Beck was speaking Mr. Dowdes 
made several attempisto be recognized, but 
Mr. Beck refused to yield the floor, 
saying that when the senator 
made the suggestion that he (Beck) could 
work here for the interests of any but the 
American people, he must decline to yield 
to him. 

Mr. Frye hoped to secure unanimous con- 
sent to the takingof the vote to-morrow at 
5 o'clock. 

Mr. Beck refused to assent to this, and sug- 
gested that the better plan would be to take 
up the house bill, amend it and pass it, thus 
securing some law at this session of con- 
gress. 

Mr. rye had hoped he would have been 
allowed the courtesy usually shown to sen- 
ators having bills in charge of managing the 
bill. 

Mr. Beck replied that he could not consent 
to putting off the debate on so important a 
measure and bringing it to a vote while the 
shipping pili already passed by the house was 
in the senate awaiiing action. 

Mr. Frye said he had had the house bill 
laid on the table when it came to the senate 
in order that he might have an opportunity 
of- taking it up when, in his judgment (he 
being in charge of the senate bill}, it might 
be proper to take it up. , 

Mr. Beck remarked that he was gled to hear 
this, but he could not consent to closing the 
debate to-morrow, 

Mr. Logan said the senators would doubdt- 
less be in better humor to morrow. 


Mr. Frye gave notice tha: he weuld en-| 


deavor to have the bill acted on to-morrow. 

After an executiye session the senate ad- 
journed. 

The senate confirmed the nomination o

WHITEWVWASHING KSLLOGG. 


An E@fert ef the Jury-Feariug Kx-Seuater te be 
Tried With ttle Own Witnesses Oaly’ 


WasHineton, May 5.—Atthe meeting of 
the house committee on expenditures in the 
department of justice to-day, Chairman 
Springer read a letter from Kellogg, in which 
the latter asked that he be allowed to appear 
before the committee with counsel. Kellogg 
further said that if the committee did no: 
investigate him he would ask the house to 
appoint a special committee to conduct an 
investigation. Fyan remarked, after hear- 
ing the letter: 

This looks suspicious. It leoks as if this 
committee was called upon to whitewash 
Kellogg. He was not willing to go before a 
jurv, but availed himself of a technicality, 
and now he wants us to whitewash him. 
Price, the man who testified against him, has 
gone, and his own witnesses are here to be 
called.”’ 

Mr. Stewart said: “I think Mr. Kellogg 
ought to be informed that it is not part of 
the business of this committee to determine 
vihether he is guilty or innocent. We would 
make ourselves ridiculous by exceeding our 
jurisdiction.’’ 

‘Kellogg wants to prove that he is a good, 
Christian gentleman,” interposed Mr. Milli- 
ken. ‘I would like to accommodate him,” 
he continued. 

‘‘But I am not willing toaccommodate auy- 
body,” said Mr. Siewart. ‘‘I would like to 
know if there was any deviltry on the part of 
anybody to shield Kellogg.”’ 

“Kellogg isa member of the house, and it 
wouldn’t be right to bring in testimony 
against him,’’ said Mr. Stephenson. This is 
a question of jurisdiction.” 

Mr. Stewart interposed: ‘We've gone out 
of our jurisdiction 400 times, and it hardly 
looks fair to bring up that question now.” 

The committee instructed Springer to con- 
fer with Kellogg, and suggest that the latter 
ofter a reso/ution in the house asking for an 
investigation. It is the intention of the 
committee to investigate the conduct of the 
officials of the government in the prosecu- 
tion of Kcliogg. :

“THE SUPREME COURT. 


TWOIMPORTANT DECISIONS REN- 
DEBRED., 


A Decision Which A! ows the Swiodied Stockholders 
ofthe Miasourl Pae fic Road to Open Up the 
Baie of their Road— The Power of a 8 ste 
to Pat With its Peliee Power. 


Wasuincton, March 5,—A decision was 
rendered by the supreme court of the United 
States to-day in the important case of the 
Missouri Pacific railroad company of Mis- 
souril, applicant, against the Missouri Pacific 
railway company, C. K. Garrison, Jay Gould 
and others, appeal from the circuit court of 
the United States for the eastern district of 
Missouri. This suit arises out 
of an alleged fraudulent fore- 
closure in 1876 of a mortgage on the Pacific 
railroad of Missouri; the sale of that road 
under a decree of foreclosure, and its reor- 
ganization in the hands of Garrison; Gould, 
and others under the title of the Missouri 
Pacific Railway company. The suit there- 
fore % virtually one brought by the former 
holders of the railroad property against the 
present holders of it, torecover the legai 
title to it, on the ground that they 
were deprived of it by gross fraud. 


It was alleged by the applicant in the court 
below that the deticit in the payment of in- 
terest On its bonds, which was made the pre 
text for the foreclosure and sale of its road, 
was fraudulently caused and procured by 
means of dishonest collusion between its un- 
faithful board of directors and the nt 
appellees, and that therefore it is entitied to 
have the decree of the present sale set 
aside, and its property restored 
to it. The appellees demurred in 
the court below upon various grounds, which 
this elaborate opinion by Justice Blatchford 
declares to be insufficient. This court holds: 

1. That the charges Of. fraud in the bill were 
sufficient to warrant discovery and relief based on 
those charges, 

2. That the case set forthin the bill was one 
showieg that noreal defense was made in the 
foreclosure Suit of 1876, because ofthe unfsithful 
conduct of the sclicitor and the directors of the 
defendant of that euit, and it was therefore a case 
of which a court of equity would take cognizance, 

3.4 That there were no laches in filing 
the bill, as the time during which the 
appeal to this court was pendimg comnld not be 
counted agaiost the plaintif 

4. Thatasthe bill showed a hostile control of 
the corporate affair- of the plaintiff by its direc. 
tors during the period covered by the foreclosure 
and suit, ihe mere knowledge by or notice to the 
plaintiff or its officers or stockholders of the facis 
alleged in the bill, during that period was unin- 
portant because of acquisiences, assent, or ratifi 
catien, nothing has been shown, and the corpora- 
tion having acted promptly when fheefrom con- 
trol of such directors. 

5. That it did not, however, follow that the par. 
ties who became interested in the Pacific cerpora- 
tion, with the knowledge of the matters set forth 
in the bill, were entitled to the same standing as 
to relief with those who were interested in the cor- 
poxpiies when the transactions complained of oc 
currea, 

6. That the circuit court hed jurisdiction of the, 
bill, notwithstanding the fact that the piaintifand 
some of the defendants were citizens of Missouri. 

The-decision of the circuit courts is there- 
fore reversed, and the case remanded with 
direction to overrule the demurers with costs, 
and take farther proceedings notin consist- 
ent with this court’s opinions, 

The railroad property io controverey in 
this ¢ase was boughtin at a foreclosure gale 
in 1876 by James Baker for Jas. Garrison, 
Russell Sage and others, and a controlling 
‘nterest in it was afterwards sold by the lat- , 
ter to Jay Gould, and it has since that tinie 
formed an important link in the Gould sys- 
tem. The present case came to this court on 
a legal technicality in 1880, and was decided 
against the plaintiffs, or the original direc- 
turs ef the road. The decision rendered 
today will let the plaintiffs bring the case 
here upon its merits, and get a final decision 
of this court upon the charges of unfaithful> 
ness and frapds which, it is alleged, were the 
means by which the road was sold. 

A STATE CANNOT PART WITH ITS POLICE POWER 

Decisions was also rendered by the court to- 
day in the case of the buichers union slaugh 
ter house and live stock landing company, 
appellant, against theCrescent City live stock 
landing and slaughter house company, ap» 
peal from the circuit court of the Waited 
States for the eastern district of Louis 
lana, The question presented’ by this 
case is whether the state of Louisiana, by the 
provisions of its new constitution, adopted 
in 1879, had power to take away the exclu- 
sive privileges granted to the Crescent City 
slaughter house company by an act of the 
general assembly of Louisiana adoptod March, 
1869. This court holds, 

1. That the regulation of certatn unwholesome 
ordapgerous trades, su~h as the slaughter house 
business, the manufacture of gun powder, etc., 
which may become detrimental to the public 
heaith or safety, isincluded among what may be 
called the pelice powers of the state. 

2. That the legislature cannot. by any contract, 
limit the exercise of there police powersto the 
prejudice of the general welfare. The preser- 
Vation of the — health aud the protection 
of public morals are so necessary to the least in- 
terests of social organization, that wise policy 
forbids the legislative body to divest itself of the 
power to enact laws for preservation of health and 
the repression of crime. Such power cannot be 
sold or bargained away underany eircumstances } 
as if it were a mere privilege which the legisiator 
could dispose of at his pleasure. 

3. It follows from these considerations that the 
state of Louisiana had and could properly exercise 
its power to revoke the privileges granted tothe ap- 
pelle, as in this case, and that the state constitu- 
tion of 1870 and the erdinances of the city of New 
Orleans complained of. are not void as impairing 
the the obligation of theappelle. 

The decree of the circuit court is reversed, 
and the case remanded with directions to 
dismiss the bill. Opinion by Judge Miller.

THS STATE OF FLORIDA, 


The Dynamite Theory Not Accepted—The Orew 
rrobuably Saved, 

New Yorx, May 5—A London dispatch 
says: ‘‘lt is no longer doubted that the ship 
which signaled the City of Rome, saved some 
if. not all of those on obdoard the State 
of Florida. It is calculated that the disaster 
occurred on the 18th ult., at which period 
the wind was blowing from theeast. The 
boats would have drifted until rescued; they 
must have been launched, because they were 
so fixed that they would not otherwise 
have floated. The fact that the boats were 
without gear or oars, is regarded favorably, 
as indicating that the rescuing ship secured 
the oars and gear and allowed the boats to 
orift away. One of the boats is life boat No. 
1, theother is a smiall new boat, and is not 
numbered. The owners are of the opinion 
that the State of Florida struck an iceberg, as 
the captain of the State of Pennsylvania re- 
ports ice in the region in which sae is sup- 
posed to have been, at the time of the @is- 
aster. 

‘The dynamite theory is not received with 
apy favor whatever. An inventory shows 
the cargo was shipped by two well known 
firms and ali small packages on board have 
been accounted for. The detectives who were 
reported &s awailing the arrival of the State 
of Florida were seeking to arrest an embez. 
z\er who was supposed to be on the vessel, 
The next news concerning the missing vessel 
is‘awaited from America, where it is thought 
those who were rescued will be landed.’’ 

A QUESTION To BE ASKED. 

The Observer expresses astonishment that 
the steamship City of Rome did not follow 
up the information which it received from 
the sailing vessel that reported having some 
of the crew of the State of Florida on board, 
and attempt to elicit further facts. It says 
the importance of the matter would justify 
even a little delay in the passage. But it says 
the fact is that the growing mania for swift 
trans-Atlantic passages has taken away from 
the skippers of steamship lines the interest 
which they formerly took in speaking to 
vessels, even when, as in the cuse of the 
State of Florida, a feeling of humanity would 
naturally and perhaps usefully stimulate 
curiosity. No explanation is yet forthcoming 
of the strange silence of the officers of the 
City of Rome since she arrived. 


FRALEY’S FLUSH FINANCES, 


He Anneunces that He Wi)! Pay Up Dollar fer Dollar. 

St Lovis, May 5.—To-day Moses Fraley 
notified ali his Chicago creditors that hé was 
prepared to settle all his accounts by paying 
100 cents on the dollar. /Jdte has asked them 
to send their statements, as he wants to clear 
off his indebtedness. Fraley’s creaitors of- 
fered to settle with him at 33 anda third 
cents, but he declined the proposition, and 
notified them all in Chicago, New 
York, Philadelphia and other | places, 
that he will pay them. dollar 
for dollar, and requests them to draw on him 
for the amounts due.

FRESH TREASONS BY UNFAITH- 
FUL IRISHMEN. 


Davitt to Stele in Austrealiea—Wholesale Arrests of 
Nihilicts {a Ressie—Tne Evacuation of Ko- 
roeko — Farther Particuiars ef ihe 
Lost Steamer State ef Fiorida. 


Lonpon, May 5.—Two thousand refugees 
have reached Assouin from Koroske and 
more are coming in daily. Evacuation is 
proceeding quietiy at that place, Colonel 
Duncan having charge of the troops. The 
refugees who left Khartoum before it was in 
vested by the mahdi are expectedin Assouin 
within afewdays. Severa) of the Bedouin 
sheiks and their tribes will escort Colonel 
Wortley,of the Egyptian army,in his reconas- 
sance along the banks of the river File. They 
are to maintain communication between 
Assouin and Dongola. 


The preliminaries of the Egyptian con- 
ference have been settled. The conference 
will meet in London inthe first week in 
June and is expected to last three weeks. 

The Post says it understands that the con- 
ditionsupon which the French government 
will consent to the conference with England 
upon the Egyptian question are that England 
shall give up all idea of annexation and of a 
protectorate, and that on the other hand 
France shall recogniz3 the services rendered 
by England in Egypt, and shall acquiesce in 
the right of England to maintain a military 
occupation of Ezyp until the task of ra- 
organization has been completed. 

THE STORY FROM GORDON. 

Parliamentary documents just published 
inciude a dispatch to Sir Evelyn Baring, Brit- 
ish minister to Egypt, from General Gordon, 
dated Kbartoum, Apml 15th, in which he 
says: As far as Il understdnd the situation, 
you state that there is no intention of send- 
ing relief here or to Berber. You refuse me 
Zebbr Pasha and consider myself free to act 
according to the circumstance:, Ishall hold 
on here as long as I can. If I can suppress 
the rebellion I shall do so; otherwise I spall 
retire to the equator, and leave you the in- 
dellible disgrace of abandoning the garrison, 
of Sennaar, Kassala, Berber and Dongolas 
with the certainty that you will 
eventually be forced to smash the mahdi 
under great difficulties if you would retain 
peace in Egypt.”’ The documents show a!so 
a telegram from Colonel Stewart to Sir 
Evelyn Barring, in which he says: ‘ General 
Gordon has acquainted me with your inten- 
tion not to reheve Khartoum. It is proposed 
that I shall goto Berber, trusting to the suc- 
cess of your negotiatiens for the opening 
of the Suakim and Berber, 
routes. Doubting, however, success as far as 
the Berber road is concerned, unless it 
is opened by advancing troops, I am inclined 
to think my retreat safer far by way of the 
equator, and shall therefore follow General 
Gordon’s fortunes. Vice Consu! Power also 
telegraphed to the minister as follows: “‘I 
shall follow General Gordon to the equator, 
Itis a less risky route, but should the Arabs 
possibly reach Berber, we would be entirely 
blockaded on the north, east and west,”’ 

DELIBERATING AGAINST DYNAMITE, 

Russian, Germany andjAustria have under 
discussion, certain measures looking to the 
supervision of the production and sale of 
dangerous explosives. The governments of 
Eugland and France bave not been invited to 
participate in these deliberations, 

THE IRISH REVOLUTIONISTS. 

Stico, May 5.—Fitzzerald and ten other 
Fenians were arraigned here to-day charged 
incidentiatly with rage sees pals and speci- 
ficaliy with murder of landlords and others. 
Thomas Moran, informer, a friend of Sheri- 
dan, testified that when he joined the [n~ 
vincibles he wasswornona knife, and that 
by the terms of his oath he pledged himself 
to secrecy, to implicit obedience to his lead.

In 1856 three negroes in Franklin county, Ga., 
committed a brutal assault upon a young white 
woman, & Miss Stowe, end after their hellish deed 
murdered herin a most heinous manner. After 
cutting her person with knives. and findiug life 
still not extinct, thes fiends placed the girl’s neck 
hetween a chestnut stump and a root and e:.deav- 
ered to break her neck, Failing in this, too, the 
negroes with their hands deliberately choked her 
to death, and concealed the body ia & dense 


copsee of woods. The victim was a poor girl, and a 
domestic in the femtly of aman named Shockiey, a

ipetituted for her. It was continued unsuccessfully 
for inree Gays, Mr. Simon Marks, of Athen, being 
one of the party, and was present at the fi ading of 
the body.

panion parted company with her, 
and this Was the lasttime the poor girl was seen 
aiive, The negroes were puton trial, burt they mort 
bitterly denied their gullt, and siaicd thata white 
man was #i the bottom of the murder. Lank and 
his sen were convicted, however, 2ud publicly exe- 
cuted in Carnesville. They dicd protesting: their 
innocence, The negro boy, who pointed out the 
body, was next putupon trial, aud Geoeral Tom 
Cobb, after promise of a half irto:cstin the negro, 
made an earnest butf:uitiess eff 1.1 to save his life. 
He, too, was hanged, Soon after the execution of 
the negroes. strange storics were told about the 
place where the body cf Miss Stowe 
was found, It is a lonely and _  des- 
olate spot, and unnatural sounds were heard 
there at night and mysterious figures seen. Travs 
elers vy wight would avoid it, and it became 
knowp as the “Haunted Hollew.’’ But these 
sounds aud ghostly figures were never waced to 

any authentic source. ‘bere was, however, oue 
sight that was witnessed on the night after the 
negroes were executed, aud itis said to be seen to 
thisday. A ball of fire, at a regular hour, is 
seen to rise from the very spot where the body of 
Miss Stowe was found, aud float for hours through 
the woods. Time and again nas it been followed, 
but the light fiies before the approaca of 
man, and Cau never be approached 
except ata certain Cistauce. It advances ur retreats 
just ws the person Walks. We have this week con. 

versed with several responsible gentlemen from 
that sectiou of Fraukiin county, aud they tell us 
they have seen it any times. This light dees not 
seem to bave any power of illumination, but is 
simply a ball of ‘dead fire,’’ as some expressed it, 
suspeaded in the air, Lieutenant Goodrum, of the 
Athens police force, telis us that he has seen this 
light hundreds of times, having livedin sight of 
ine fated spot for& number of years. When he first 
moved to the settlement the peop e 
wid him that the farm he occupied was 
haunted, but haying no superstition about him,he 
did not credit the story. But on the first night, in 
throwing his eye to the clump of woods where the 
murder had been committed, he distinctly saw the 
red bali, and for uearjy every nigh... rain or shine, 
while he lived on the place. It never approached 
the house or left its usual beat, and beuce the sight 
gave him no uneasiness. Strangers in passiog 
nlong the road have often been startied by the light, 
but the people living near had grown so «ccus 

tomed to tne vision that they quit talking 
aboutit, and he would uever bave tnought of it 
again, had his attention ndt been called to the 
‘Haunted Hollow’ ’by reading an account of''Judes 
Light,’’ pear Atlanta. Lieutenant Goodrum sa)js 
the last time he conversed with a gentleman who 
lived in that neighborhood he stated that the light 
continues to appear. Tne gentlemen with whom 
we couversed are altogether reliable, and there is 
no doubt about the truth of this story, but whether 
it is caused from supernatural or ordinary Causes 
w0O leave to the reader.

The republican delegates have been chosen, 
and the convention is to meet June 3, and in 
the meanwhile the lightning calculators are 
at work daily foreshadowing the ballots.

The Philadelphia Press, a Blaine paper, 
gives the Maine statesman 364 votes, Arthur

delegates. 

The Chicago Inter-Ocean, an Arthur paper, 
claims that the president has 370 votes, while 
Blaine has 230,.but it publishes no table by 
states.

The Springfield Republican, an Edmunds 
paper, says its favorite will have 75 votes at 
the outset. 

The Chicago Tribuae, a Blaine paper, 
thinks Blaine wil! have 367 vetes. The New 
York Tribune, another Blaine paper, gives 
him 379 votes. The New York Times, anti- 
Blaine, estimates his strength at 340, The Chi- 
cago Times, neutra!, gives Blaine 340 votes, 
Arthur 295, Edmunds 73, Logan 51, Sherman 
23, Hawiey 12, doubtful 37. The New York 
World, democratic, gives Blaine 328 votes. 

Let us look into two tables of extreme par-~ 
tisauship. The Chicago News, an Arthur 
organ, gives him 372, while the Chicago 
Tribune says his vote will not ex- 
ceed 273. Here is a difference of nearly 
100, This difference is chiefly found in the 
votes of Indiana, Michigan, New Jersey, New 
York and Pennsylvania.

The Tribune says 
Blaine will get 26 of the state’s delegation 
and Arthurs’. In Michigan Blaine’s friends 
claim or all but one. The News 
concedes to him only 14, claiming 
that 6 will support Arthur. The 
Blainites claim that New Jersey will cast 18 
votes for their candidate; Arthur’s friends 
claim 8,and concede only 6 to Blaine. In 
New York Blaine expects to get 32 delegates: 
the Arthur paperssay he will get but 22 
There is a similar dispute over the Penn- 
sylvania delegation. The chances decidedly 
are, that the Blaine figures are nearer correct. 
It may be safely assumed at any rate that 
Blaine will Jead the list on the first ballot. 

There are 100 contested seats, chiefly from 
thesouth; and the settlement of these dis- 
putes by the uncontested delegates shou!d be 
an important element in any calculation. 
If the straight-outs of Virginia are recog- 
nized, forexample, Blaine will get 24 votes 
that have in ail tables been counted on the 
Arthur side. Bilaine’s friends are certainly 
greatly encouraged, but it is still difficult to 
see where they can get votes enough to carry 
their strength up to dll or the winning 
point, If Arthur remains ir the field and 
holds his southern stréngth, they certainly 
can not do it. Says the New York Sun in 
this commection: ‘‘The prevailing belief is 
that neither Blaine nor Arthur will be the 
choice of the convention, bat that some less 
prominent person, like General Gresham, 
General Fairchild, or Mr. Lincoln, will be se- 
lected after the more powerful favorites have 
ineffectually run their race. Experience 

shows that such a conclusion is not improba- 
ble; and we add, for the benefitof those who 
need.the information, that in our opinion, 
out of the whole field the man who would 
make the best president is General Gresham, 
of Indiana.”’

It will be seen, however, 
that this essay isin the nature of a philo- 
logical study rather than a commentary on 
Shakspeare; and for this vouchsafe- 
ment let us return thanks, But, Profes- 
sor Thom would have made his 
article more intereSting as a philo- 
logical study if’ he had cut loose from Shaks- 
peare and ventured to explore the literary 
language of the period lying between Chaucer 
and Shakspeare. We have already given in 
these columns, in response to the half-hu 
morous comments of one of our northern 
exchanges, some parallelisms between the 
Koglish of Chaucer and the Virginia-Georgia 
dialect of the negroes. Professor Thom more 
than hints that excursions into this field of 
study will richly repay the philologist, and, 
in our opinion, it would lead to a clearer un- 
derstanding on the part of ‘‘cultured’’ people 
of the simplicity and homeliness of Shaks- 
peare.

THE ANNUAL MEBTINGS IN THE 
CHURCHES SUNDAY. 


The Young Men’s Christian Associatior, and What 
It Has Done—Its Organization and the Pro« 
grees cf Ite Greowih—Its Aims and Ob- 
jeete Discussed — The Future. 


On Sanday night the anniversary meetings 
of the Young Men’s Christian association 
were held in the First Presbyterian, Trinity, 
Methodist and First Methodist, churehes. At 
the First Presbyterian church Mr. James W. 
Harle presided. After the devotional exer- 
ciges were conducted by the pastor, Mr Harle 
introduced Mr. Asa Bixby, secretary of the 
association, who presented his annual report, 
which showed that a good work had been 
done. 

The excellent choir then sang a beautiful 
anthem, after which Mr. Har!le delivered an 
address on the work of the 
Young Men's Christian essociation. He said 
he was not there to apologize for the 
association. It was too well known in this 
city and its work too well understood to re- 
quire any apology. He empahusized the fact 
that the Atlanta association was doing a 
definite work for young men, and one that 
commended itself to the pastors,the churches 
and the community. 

Mr. Thomas K. Cree. of New York, secre- 
tary of the international committee, was in- 
troduced and said: 

‘There area few great buildings in the 
world that call forth unqualified praise. One 
of these is St. Paul’s cathedral, in London. 
Un every sunny day, its shapely dome casts 
“a shadow intoa little bedroom across the 
street, where in June, 1544, were gathered 
half a dozen young men, tue first and only 
Coristian association then in the world. 
Since that time they have grown until they 
are found in every country- and in almost 
every commercial city in the world. There 
is an association in Nazareth, the home of 
our Savior: in Jerusalem, where 
he was crucitied ; in Jop-~ 
pa where Jonah went when fleeing from 
duty in Damascus where Pau! first preached. 
In making a tour of the worid a young man 
would find an association not onlyin Lon- 
don, Liverpool, Geneva and Paris, but in 
come, Constantinople, Yokahoma, Hong 
Kong, Calcutia, Cape Town, and in Aus- 
tralia and the Sandwich Islands.’’ 

tev. Dr. Barnett followed in a pleasant ad 
dress, 

AT THE FIRST METHODIST. 

At the First Methodist church there was a 
large audience. Mr, W. Woods White pre- 
sided. After the opening exercises were 
conducted by Rey, Dr. Glenn, Mr. White 
said: The growth of Young Men’s Christian 
Associations bas been very rapid and very 
substantial. In this country itis under the 
advisory supervision of the -international 
committee, consisting of such well-known 
gentlemen as Mr Cephas Brainerd, Mr Will. 
iam K Dodge, Mr Morris K Jessup, Mr Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt and others. Our own 
city is represented on this committee by 
Mr James W Harle. in 1866 
when this committee was. organized, there 
were but 69 associations in this country, em-~ 
ploying but seven secretaries and owning no 
building. Nowthere are 889 associations, 
with 100,000 members, employirg 3550 secre- 
taries and owning 78 buildings, costing over 
$4,000,000. At thattime there were was no 
work for classes uf men; now there are nearly 
100 railway branches, employing 62 secreta- 
ries, whose whole time is given to railway 
men, and $50,000 pérannum is contribated 
to this work by the railways of this country. 

Hon. John H. James followed. He said it 
was most important that the young men 
growing up in our city and country should 
become Christians. That the Christian fathers 
and mothers should earnestly seek this re- 
sultin every way. 

Rev. Dr. Gienn madean eartest address. 
He said that statistics show that there are 
ten million of young men in this country be- 
tween the agesof 18 and 36; of these but 
five thousand are professing Christians, ten 
and a half million go to church with more or 
less reguiaritv, but seven and a half million 
never go to church at all. 

In Atlanta we have 200 places open where 
drink may be had. Some 6,000 arrests were 
made last year, a large proportion of whom 
ale young men. 

AT TRINITY METHODIST, 

At Trinity Methodist church Rey. Dr. Ken- 
dail presided. William A. Haygood made 
an address, speaking of the work of the as» 
sociation here during the yearand giving 
some interesting facts in connection with the 
work. ‘Rev. Dr. Kendall followed, speaking 
earnestly of the temptations of young men, 
and commending the work the association 
was doing for thein. 

The statement was made that the work of 
the past year had invoived the expenditurefof 
$3,000, and with the new railway branch, its 
rovlus and secretary, $2,000 additional would 
be needed the coming year. It was said that 
$2,000 was already pledged. Acollection wus 
tuken at the First Presbyterian and First 
Methodist churches and some $700 was 
secured,

‘The Reeult of the Celebrated Case as Determined by 


the Decrce. 

Since tha trial of the celebrated land case

ed. ordered, adjudged and decreed as follows, 
to-wit: That all the prayers in the bill for 
relief as against the defendants, Madison 
Bell, J. H. Harwell, A.,Q. Adams, Hansel 
Joyner, C. B. Ray, J. W. Roberts. F. H. 
Nichol!s and W. H. Gross, bishop of the dio- 
cese of Savannah, be refused and all relief 
prayed as against said defendants be denied, 
and that the titles of the said several defen- 
dants to the various parcels of land set out 
and described in said bill and answers as 
baying been conveyed to them by. and 
through J. H. Huff are good and valid in law 
and equity, and that each of them do have 
and retain the property thereby conveyed to 
them as against the complainants in fee sim- 
ple forever.”

a coalition with the republican party to 
struct wise and patriotic legislation by 
democratic majority.

ME. RANDALL'S SPEECH, 

Mr. Randali, of Pennsyivania, thent 
the floor in opposition to the bill. Heo 
ed by stating the extreme quickness ' 
which capital invested in le 
industrial establishments took alarm at 
verse critic sm, while in common with 
other interests it was liable to be called o 
taxation to aidin the support of the gove 
ment.
